Herewith find report of Honorable Fidel Ortiz, Superin- 
tendent of the New Mexico State Penitentiary, tor the 7th Fis- 
eal Year, ending November 30th, 1919. 


Meetings of the Board, both as Commissioners and as a 
Board of Parole, have been held throughout the year, bi- 
monthly. We have much to commend the superintendent for 
his close attention to the administration of affairs and for his 
mild and humanitarian treatment of the prisoners. The prison- 
ers have enjoyed most excellent health during the year, des- 
pite the exceedingly bad sanitary conditions which must be 
improved, but such improvements cannot be made without con- 
siderable cost. Recommendations will be made as soon as the 
report of the Survey and Investigation Commission, which was 
authorized by the recent legislature, 1s made. 


Your Board has made an extensive tour of the institution 
and finds a considerable improvement in the appearance of 
the buildings and grounds. The Dining Hall has been paint- 
ed inside and out; the Brick plant has been gone over thor- 
oughly, with a competent mechanic from the Clay Machinery 
Company in charge and placed in an up to date shape. The 
new boiler has been installed and the Boiler Plant changed 
around so that the boilers—2 Babeock and Wilcox type 160- 
pound pressure and 1 Tubular Boiler of 125-pound pressure, 
are now arranged in battery form. The new laundry machin- 
ery has been set up, making a marked contrast to the old and 
dilapidated machinery that had been in use so long. It is a 


wonder how the institution was enabled to handle its wash- 


ing. Certainly it took its toll in torn clothing. We find the 
three and one-half-ton White Truck doing most excellent work, 


delivering considerably more clay per day than the six teams 
as had been used, and when proper loading facilities have been 
perfected, over double the quantity of clay will be carried. 


The cost of maintenance per capita is much higher than 
last year, about 32 per cent, but this is readily understood by 
a study of the statistical tables as shown in the superintend- 
ent’s report. The overhead charges remain the same no mat- 
ter if the population is big or little, the guards being the same 
number, the cost of heating, lighting and other allied ex-. 
penses not being lessened on account of a reduction in the 
population of the prison. The greater the population necessar- 
ily the smaller per capita cost and the smaller the population 
correspondingly greater the per capita cost. The rapidly in- 
ereasing cost of all supplies is a condition that all are en- 
countering and are familiar with; as with individuals so with 
institutions. The increased cost in practically every ‘eommod- 
ity has been at least 100 per cent and in many articles con- 
siderably in excess of that percentage. i 


On the whole the Board feels that Mr. Ortiz is entitled to 
ereat credit for his admirable handling of the institution.

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Annual Report of the New Mexico 
State Penitentiary

To the Honorable Board of Penitentiary Commissioners: 
Gentlemen: 


Herewith vou will find report for the 7th Fiscal Year, end- 
ing November 30th, 1919. 


Every effort has been made and it is believed that the sta 
tistical report will bear it out, to carry along the affairs of this 
institution within the amounts appropriated for its mainten- 
ance, despite the high prices prevailing. You will be interest- 
ed no doubt in a comparison of costs of this institution with 
other penitentiaries being the only reports received for the 
year 1918, the data being obtained from the reports issued 
by the respectively named institutions:

There has been a very material increase in prices for com- 
modities of. all kinds during the year and curtailment along 
all lines wherever it has been permissible has been the rule. 
Whether there will be an alleviation of this condition to per- 
mit certain needed improvements, with the appropriations and 
earnings now appertaining, it is difficult to state, but it would 
appear with the strife and turmoil'prevailing, not only abroad 
but in this country, it will be many months, perhaps years, 
before a period of rest and normality will ensue, and the in- 
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stitution to make these much needed improvements will be com- 
pelled to call upon the next legislature to make appropriations 
that are adequate to its needs. 


Appropriations were made by the last legislature for the 
purchase of a Motor Truck, of a new Babeock and Wilcox boil- 
er, new laundry machinery, improvements in the brick plant, 
painting buildings, purchase of new equipment and the extension 
of the store building. The truck has been purchased, the new 
machinery installed, brick, laundry and boiler, and consider- 
able painting has been done. Nothing has been done toward 
the extension of the store building, but when weather condi- 
tions permit, perhaps sometime during the late spring or early 
summer, this work will be take up. The amount of $2000.00 
appropriated for a survey of the institution has not been 
touched. A contract has been entered into with three very 
prominent and experienced men in their respective lines con- 
nected with penitentiary work, to make the survey and it is 
understood that they will undertake the work very shortly. 


The earning power of the institution, that is the making of 
brick and hollow building tile, has been comparatively nil 
during the year. The plant was shut down for repairs about 
the middle of May, and it was not till about the middle of 
October when operations were resumed, only to be discontinued 
owing to the coal strike—only a sufficient supply of coal being 
obtainable for the domestic purposes of the institution. In 
fact for three or four weeks it was found necessary to send 
teams and gangs out in the mountains and bring in wood to 
keep the boilers going during the day. 

An average of 51.7 prisoners per day has been employed 
on state road work, the principal work, during the year, being 
on a stretch about twelve miles south of Taos. 


The health of the prisoners has been very good during the 
year. Those prisoners remaining at the institution, not engaged in 
road work have been employed at various tasks, such as farm- 
ing, repairing roads in the vicinity of Santa Fe, hauling wood, 
and the usual line of work in the institution, but a goodly num- 
ber have been idle owing to the brick plant being shut down. 

The per capita cost has jumped considerably. This is part- 
ly attributable to the falling off of the population—the over- 
head charges remaining the same whether the population is 
large or small. The average number of prisoners during the 
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year is 319, the smallest number confined in the penitentiary 
since the years 1909 and 1910. Last year’s average popu- 
lation was 421, a falling off of 102, vern nearly 25 per cent 
decrease. Whether this falling off may be accounted to the 
enforcement of the prohibition of the use of intoxicating drinks 
I cannot state, but undoubtedly it has its effect, which must 
be very gratifying to those who have so long and persistently 
advocated and worked for prohibition. 

During the vear the Finger Print Identification System has 
been put in use. The Assistant Superintendent, Mr. Dugan, 
made a special trip to Leavenworth to examine into the merits 
of this system with the result that it was adopted, and now 
every prisoner entering the institution is not only photograph- 
ed and a description physically taken of him, but also his fin- 
ger prints are taken, making as near a perfect and unfailing 
means of identification as may be. 

The garden about the institution was very productive dur- 
ing the past season, supplying the needs of the table amply. 
A large amount of alfalfa and corn was also produced from the 
farms, sufficient undoubtedly to last till next season’s crop. 

The financial report, statistics of the institution, report of 
the physician and acting parole officers are hereto attached 
and made part of this report. 

Before concluding, permit me to extend to your Board my 
thanks for the assistance you have given me during the year, 
and I also tender to the Assistant Superintendent and the 
other officers and employes my grateful acknowledgment of 
the loyalty and support rendered by them.

The food furnished has been up to the past high standard. 

Sanitary conditions are poor. Cell houses need sanitary 
toilets. Cans used as cuspidors should be replaced by wide 
mouth cuspidors. The Hospital building needs to be replast- 
ered and re-finished. New floors to replace the old splintered 
boards, or oil supplied for use on the floors at least once every 
two weeks. 

A physician has been put in charge of the drug room.

Sir: 

We have the honor to transmit to you herewith the report of 
Thomas Hughes, Superintendent of the State Penitentiary of 
New Mexico, for the Sixth Fiscal Year ending November 30th, 
1918, showing the financial condition, population and statistics 
of various kinds relating to that institution, together with cer- 
tain recommendations made by the superintendent in which the 
Board fully concurs, and is submitted as the report of the Board 
of Penitentiary Commissioners to you for your consideration and 
action as provided by law. 


We take this occasion to congratulate your administration as 
well as the taxpayers of the State upon the management of this 
institution during the incumbency of the present superintendent. 
Many new and perplexing problems presented themselves to him 
for solution; these were met and overcome with rare intelligence 
and marked executive ability. It is to be regretted that the State 
cannot longer be benefited by his services. 


We earnestly recommend that some comprehensive plan be 
worked out under which this institution may be removed from 
politics, and placed in charge of a superintendent, properly com- 
pensated, who shall hold the position until removed for cause. No 
real development of the latent possibilities will be undertaken by 
a superintendent who realizes that under our existing laws and 
practices he will hold the position for but two or possibly four 
years. Had such a plan been installed at the time this prison 
was established it would now not only be self-supporting, but the 
condition of the discharged prisoners would have been enormous- 
ly benefited, and their chances to become useful citizens greatly 
enhanced. 


To keep three hundred men, or more, or less, confined in 
prison in idleness and then turn them loose worse than when 
they were incarcerated is a crime on the part of the State; inci- 
dentally it is also contrary to the provisions of our statutes upon 


that subject. Further failure on the part of the legislatures to 


provide ways and means to utilize this potential productive 


power to conform with the law’s intention is a shameful disre- 
gard of the interests of the taxpayer. 


The Budget submitted by the Superintendent has reseer 
our careful examination and consideration. The Budget Commit- 
tee should allow the estimates, and the legislature should provide 
the amounts designated Ain such plans are oni for 
making the institution self-supporting. 


In the last analysis the taxpayer is the person ‘chiefly inter- 
ested in’ both the problems: that of finance and the transforma- 
tion of the prisoner into the useful citizen. Through you we pass 
it up to the taxpayers. They can cure the disease, or let it grow.

To the President and Members of the New Mexico State Peniten- 
tiary Commission. 


Gentlemen : 


I hand you herewith report of the financial and physical con- 
dition of the State Penitentiary for the year commencing De- 
ecember Ist, 1917, and closing November 80th, 1918. 

The prevailing high prices have affected the institution very 
materially, but on the whole the year’s work has been very satis- 
factory. I feel that a great deal of good has been accomplished 
among the inmates and that the effort to build them up has not 
been wasted. 

_As to the financial condition of the institution, I respectfully 
refer you to the report of the Chief Clerk, William A. Bayer. I 
wish to call especial attention to the action taken by your Board 
at the November, 1917, meeting. A copy of the resolution passed 
at this meeting being as follows: 


IN THE BOARD OF COMMISSIONERS OF THE 
PENITENTIARY OF NEW MEXICO 


RESOLUTION 


On the 21st day of November, 1917, the Board of Commissioners of the 
Penitentiary of the State of New Mexico, meeting in an adjourned ses- 
sion of the regular November meeting, the following resolution and pro- 
ceedings were had by the unanimous ‘vote of the said Commissioners, all 
of whom were present: 

WHEREAS, the specific appropriations heretofore made for the 
maintenance of the Penitentiary of the State of New Mexico have be- 
come exhausted owing to the unprecedented and unusual increase in the 
cost of food stuffs, leather and clothing; and, whereas, the appropriation 
for the maintenance for the Sixth fiscal year is not available and is in- 
adequate for the maintenance of said institution; and, whereas, an emer- 
gency exists, in that food and clothing are urgently required for the in- 
mates of said institution; 

THEREFORE, BE IT HEREBY RESOLVED: 

That sufficient food and clothing for the inmates of the said State 
Penitentiary be purchased on the credit of the State; 
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That the kind, quantity, quality, and estimated cost of such supplies, 
food and clothing, necessary for a period of six months, ending May 31st, 
1918, are as following, to-wit:

Extract from the Minutes of the Board of Penitentiary Com- 
missioners, of a meeting thereof, held on March 14th, 1918: 


Motion by Mr. Graham: 


‘“Whereas, on the Twenty-first day of November, 1917, the Board of 
Commissioners of the New Mexico State Penitentiary passed a resolu- 
tion authorizing the President and the Secretary of the Board to borrow 
the amount of $16,416.88 to pay for supplies to be contracted for and 
purchased on the credit of the State of New Mexico, which supplies are 
to be used during the six months ending May 31st, 1918; 

And, whereas, some of the firms and institutions furnishing said sup- 
plies have declined to extend further credit to this institution unless 
these bills are paid; 

Now Therefore Be It Hereby Ordered that the President and Secre- 
tary of the Board of Commissioners of the New Mexico State Peniten- 
tiary execute the notes of the New Mexico Penitentiary, signed by the 
President and attested by the Secretary of the said Board of the said 
institution—said notes payable to the First National Bank of Santa Fe, 
in the sum of $8,204.44, and the San Miguel National Bank of Las Vegas 
in the sum of $8,204.44—-said notes to bear interest at the rate of eight 
(8) per cent. per annum from date and made payable one year from the 
date of this resolution, and that the Superintendent of the New Mexico 
State Penitentiary pay the interest quarterly on said notes out of the pro- 
ceeds received from Convicts’ Earnings. 

And Be It Further Resolved that the proceeds of the aforesaid notes 
be deposited in the First National Bank of Santa Fe and the San Miguel 
National Bank of Las Vegas in equal amounts and that the money to be 
withdrawn from the said banks be on the checks of the Superintendent 
of the New Mexico State Penitentiary, payable to the order of the 
parties who furnished the supplies and that the regular vouchers used 
in the payment of these supplies be attached to the checks when so is- 
sued and the vouchers to be held by the said banks paying said checks is- 
sued, as evidence of the payment for the supplies furnished in accordance 
with this resolution. 

Be It Also Further Resolved, that the Secretary send to each of the 
aforesaid banks mentioned a certified copy of the resolution passed by 
this Board on the Twenty-first day of November, 1917, authorizing the 
creation of this indebtedness, together with a certified copy of the reso- 
lution herewith. Motion seconded and earried.’’ 


The above notes in the amount of $16,416.88 have been ex- 
ecuted and delivered to the banks above mentioned and credit 
obtained therefor and the proceeds expended in strict compliance 
with the foregoing resolutions. This amount now remains unpaid 
and will have to be taken care of by the next year’s appropria- 
tion. Attention is called to this indebtedness in the Budget, 
which has been submitted to the Governor.

The past year has been the most unusual in the history of the 
institution. The conditions brought about by the war have af- 
fected the Penitentiary in its every department. The most im- 
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portant of these were the food and fuel administrations and the 
War Industries Board (Priorities Division). The cost of food, 
fuel and wearing materials were greatly increased and the cur- 
tailment of all construction projects by the Government, which 
are not a war necessity, cut the brick output to one-half what it 
was during the Fifth Fiscal Year. In fact, together with the 
collapse of the brick making machinery, the industry has been at 
a standstill for the last seven months; whereas, on the other 
hand, the maintenance of the stable and the operation of the 
engine and boiler rooms ran on at an increased cost. 

The provision of the State Statute requiring the Board to eall 
for bids twice a year in May and November for six month’s sup- 
plies in advance has in my opinion cost the state the highest prices 
on account of the unsettled conditions of all markets; whereas 
a policy so called—‘‘hand-to-mouth’’—could have been used 

would undoubtedly have effected a material saving. 


IMPROVEMENTS 


Under the head of Improvements it is hard for me to know 
where to start or where to stop. ‘ First I suggest rebuilding of 
certain units rather than repairing them. The Cell-Houses could 
be made more livable if running water was piped to each cell and 
sewage connections made. The machinery of the brick plant and 
the laundry is obsolete and completely worn out. This machinery 
will have to be replaced with new. I recommend to the Board in 
this connection that an architect be employed to make a survey 
and an estimate of what will be needed in the cell-houses, brick 
plant and laundry, to place these departments in an up-to-date, 
proper workable condition. 

The biggest leak in the operation of the Penitentiary is in 
the boiler room and the steam heating system. This also needs 
the services of an expert. There are seven towers on the wall 
that are not connected with the steam line, but are heated by small 
stoves. It is necessary to maintain a fire in each of these towers 
twenty-four hours a day during the winter months. I am of the 
opinion that there is enough steam wasted to take care of the 
towers if the proper steam lines were laid to them. The cooking 
is. by steam-cookers. In the summer months it is necessary to 
run the larger boiler for the cookers alone, regardless of the fact 
whether the brick mill, brick dryer or electric dynamo is running. 
- The apparent waste of coal in this instance is considerable. 

In May the brick making machinery collapsed, the infirm- 
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ities of old age being the cause of the disaster. The breakdown 
eame during the high tide of the war, when it was almost impos- 
sible to obtain supplies for repairs. Permission for same had to 
be obtained from the National Industrial Priorities Board at 
Washington, D. C., and the delay caused the brick mill to be shut 
down from May till September. During all this time the same 
amount of coal was consumed in the boilers, although we were 
unable to make any brick. This accounts for the large consump- 
tion of coal when the brick made is just about one-half of that 
made last year.

The general health of the inmates has been better than ever 
before. | 

The food furnished the inmates has been up to the past high 
standard. 

The sanitary conditions in the Penitentiary are such that the. 
installation of sanitary toilets in the cell-houses and yard are ur- 
gently needed. The present healthful condition of the inmates 
is due to luck and not to any modern sanitary equipment. — 

Considering the class of men in the institution, the epidemic 
of Spanish Influenza has taken a very small toll. A large num- 
ber of minor cases were attended by the hospital attendant and so 
do not appear on the regular sick report.

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ROAD WORK 


Seven road camps have been maintained during the year at 
the following locations: Tijeras Canyon, Alamogordo, Escon- 
dido, Deming, Mogollon Road, La Bajada Hill and Abiquiu. 
Complying with See. 52, Chap. 101, Compiled Statutes, the clay 
pit teams and men have been employed on road work in and 
around the City of Santa Fe. About three miles of road have 
been constructed by the men and teams during the shut down of 
the brick plant. The road from the Penitentiary to the City has 
been rebuilt and College Street from the City limits into the City 
resurfaced. The state road work is done in co-operation with 
the State Highway. Department. The highest number of men 
out was during July, when 152 men were working on the state 
roads. <A daily average of 89 has been maintained during the 
year. The large number of escapes is due to the large number 
of men employed on state road work under the honor system. 
Owing to the scarcity of labor for road work the prison officials 
were obliged to send out men who would not under different con- 
ditions be sent out to work outside the walls. | 


FARMS 


The work on the farming lands adjacent to the Penitentiary 
and on the State Farms two miles from the Penitentiary has 
been very successful. The amount of produce raised from truck 
oardening amounted to $1,512.10; the forage from Farm No. 1 to 
$2,002.35 and from Farm No. 2, $368.75, making a total of pro- 
duce and forage of $3,883.20. 


WAR WORK 


The knitting rooms have been busy during the past year and 
have turned out over eight thousand (8000) pairs of woolen 
socks for the Red Cross. The prisoners have shown a great in- 
terest in the war work, and have subscribed liberally to all of 
the bond issues, United War Work and the Red Cross. 


CONCLUSION 


It has been impossible to make any improvements in and 
around the institution during the last decade owing to the in- 
sufficient appropriations. There is not a department that is 
not run down at the present time. It is natural for the superin- 
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tendent to make every effort to keep within the appropriation 
and while doing so the institution is falling down on account of 
strict economy and delay in making repairs and needed improve- 
ments. The New Mexico State Penitentiary is a permanent fix- 
ture in the make-up of the state and will always be needed. This 
being the case it is necessary that it be builded up and added to 
from time to time. This has not been done in the past few years. 
Every building, every department, every piece of equipment has 
suffered on account of the inadequacy of appropriations to enable 
the administrative officials to make the needed betterments and 
improvements. 

I have already referred to the brick making machinery, the 
laundry and boiler room, but I cannot close this report without 
making reference to the entire institution. During the year be- 
tween 1899 and 1900 the brick making industry was installed. 
Several years ago to this was added a Hollow Tile Making Ma- 
chine. Last year the printing office was installed. During a 
period of twenty-eight (28) years the State of New Mexico has 
provided three small industries to furnish employment for its 
prison labor. For the last ten years there has been an average of 
three hundred (3800) idle men in the institution who could be 
doing something for the state, if the opportunity was given them. 
Idleness breeds crime and it is the duty of the state to immedi- 
ately provide some industries that will keep all the men em- 
ployed inside the walls. There are a number who can be worked 
advantageously on the road, but the greater number must be 
confined on the inside and should be earning something for the 
state. Therefore I suggest a general survey of the institution be 
made for the purpose of putting the institution upon a firm foun- 
dation, working towards the establishment of industries and up- 
to-date, sanitary dormitories.

Santa Fe, N. M., December 1, 1916. 
Honorable Board of Penitentiary Commissioners : 


I have the honor of submitting this, the Fifth Annual 
Report of your administration covering the fourth fiscal 
year, ending November 30th, 1916. 

Despite the large increase in the prices of all supplies 
used by this institution we have again been able to keep 
our expenditures within the appropriations and other 
income, and have on hand a satisfactory cash surplus in 
some of the funds. 

The daily population has averaged 427 for the year, 
exceeding the daily average of last year by 52. This is 
the highest daily average population ever reached by this 
institution. 

The actual cost of maintenance per man, per day 
(which ineludes salaries, board fund, food, clothing, dis- 
charge money, administration, insurance and permanent 
unprovements) for the year was .366 cents. 

The following is the per capita, per day, cost, and 
average daily population for the seven years prior to 
1916, as shown by reports:

We have kad an exceedingly good year in our Brick 
and Tile business, and our crop harvest has been good; 
this coupled with your careful contracting for all sup- 
plies, and the economical use of same, has enable us to 
make a satisfactory showing in our finances. 
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As shown further on in this report, there has been 
no skimping in the prisoners’ food. It has been served 
in sufficient quantities, and in a clean and wholesome | 
manner. 


The average cost per day per person far subsistence 
was .154 cents. 


In the fall of 1915, your Honorable Board saw fit to 
authorize the expenditure of some $1,800.00 for the re- 
modeling and repair of our steam plant and heating sys- 
tem, and I am pleased to report that during the first 
year, the saving has been more ‘than double the cost of 
the Seaniinraber oe’ 

The hollow tile machine, the purchase of which you 
authorized in 1915, has also proven a profitable invest- 
ment for the institution.

THE INMATES. 


During the year the prisoners have been employed 
chiefly in the manufacture of Brick and Tile, building 
State Roads, and in the gardens and on the farm. We 
have had more idle men in the yard during the past vear 
than ever before, caused by the increase in population 
and lack of employment for them. Some industry must 
be established that our surplus men may be kept em- 
ployed. 

For their amusement the prisoners are allowed to play 
base ball, hand ball and quoits; and moving pictures are 
shown at intervals. 

The discipline of the institution is good—with a few 
exceptions, the inmates show a desire to obey the rules 
and regulations of the institution. 


HEALTH AND SANITATION. 


As shown by the Physician’s Report, the general 
health of the prisoners has been good, and the sanitary 
condition of the institution is pronounced excellent. Seven 
operations have been performed, and three deaths have 
occurred. 

The equipment for the new operating room should ar- 
rive soon, and will enable us to have operations per- 
formed at our own hospital. Heretofore the operations 
have been performed at St. Vincent’s Sanatorium. No 
charge has been made by the Sisters who manage the 
institution, for the care of the convicts while convalescing, 
and who have been kept there on an average of ten days 
each. 
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BRICK, TILE AND LIME INDUSTRIES 


The sales in this department during the year amount- 
ed to $24,965.59, and consisted of:

SWINE DEPARTMENT. 


We had on hand, at the close of the last fiscal year, 
hogs and pigs valued at $1,307.50. 


We consumed at the Penitentiary, hogs valued at 
$878.76, realized from cash sales $348.38, and now have 
on hand hogs and pigs valued at $1,451.00. 

ROAD WORK. 


The daily average number of men employed during 
the year in building State Roads was 76.7; the work be- 
ing done in Sierra and Bernalillo Counties. The total 
number of men sent to the road camps during the year 
was 94. With the exception of clothing furnished from 
the Penitentiary, the camps are still maintained by the 
State Highway Commission. 

PENITENTIARY GARDEN AND RANCH. 


We had a very. successful year in harvesting crops 
from our Penitentiary Gardens and Ranch, and this 
helped very materially in keeping down the cost of main- 
tenance. |

PRISON CAPACITY. 


The two cell houses of this prison can comfortably 
take care of 300 prisoners. The daily average number 
that was taken care of inside the walls during the year 
was 342. The population is increasing from vear to year, 
and another cell house or dormitory should be provided 
for at once, and should be of such capacity that it would 
be necessary for but one prisoner to occupy each cell. 

About June 1, 1916, we found that on account of the 
increase of our State prisoners, we would not be able to 
receive any more Federal prisoners other than those sen- 
teneced from New Mexico and so notified the Department 
of Justice at Washington. We did this with regret as 
we were able to make a profit from handling Federal 
prisoners which helped greatly toward the maintenanee 
of our institution. 


PAROLED PRISONERS. 


I beg to call your attention to the report covering 
Paroled Prisoners, which shows that 95.2 per cent of 
those paroled during the year made good. We consider 
this a most excellent showing. 


NEEDS OF INSTITUTION AND RECOMMENDATIONS. 


I respectfully recommend that a suitable and profit- 
able industry be established at this institution, at the 
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earliest possible date, one that would employ from 125 
to 200 men. Our present industries do not keep all of 
the prisoners occupied all of the time, and the resulting 
idleness is detrimental to the prisoners’ welfare as well 
as to the institution. 


A suitable industry, properly managed, should in a 
short time be made to maintain the institution, thereby 
saving to the tax-payer the great sum of money now be- 
ing appropriated for that purpose. Your Board has had 
under consideration, the establishment of an industry 
which I think most suitable for the prisoners of this insti- 
tution. An appropriation of $10,000 would be necessary 
for the purchase of machinery, altering and building ad- 
ditions to buildings to make them snitable for shop pur- 
poses. : 

I believe that under certain conditions, and in the 
event the prison through its industries becomes self- 
sustaining, that a certain large percentage of the net 
profits should be given the convicts for the support of 
their families, and in the event the prisoner has no one 
dependent on him, that the accumulated sum be given 
the prisoner upon his release. 


As in previous reports, I recommend the building of 
separate women’s quarters, and a new cell house or dor- 
mitory for the men. 


I believe that the institution should have a Catholic 
and a Protestant Chaplain, and I recommend the ap- 
pointment of a Protestant Chaplain to work under the 
~ same conditions as the present Chaplain. 


I strongly recommend the purchase of a 3 or 314 ton 
motor truck for use in hauling clay for the Brick and Tile 
plant. This truck with one or two wagon trailers would 
displace five or six teams, and would deliver considerable 
more clay at less cost. I believe it would prove to be a 
very profitable investment. | 

In previous reports I called your attention to the in- 
adequate salaries paid the Penitentiary employees, and I 
again respectfully recommend that an adequate increase 
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in salaries be made to the Captains, Cell House Keepers, 
Guards and Physician, and other employees. 


CONCLUSION. 


I again wish to express my sincere thanks to your 
Honorable Board for the assistance and uniform courtesy 
always extended to me. 

I desire to express my sincere appreciation to the offi- 
cers and employees of the institution for their loyal sup- 
port and co-operation. 

As from the first, Governor McDonald has shown a 
keen interest in the work of the institution, and I thank 
him for his kind co-operation in our effort to better the 
condition of the inmates. 

We are very grateful to the Sisters in charge of St. 
Vincent’s Sanatorium for caring for the seven prisoners 
on whom were performed surgical operations during the 
past year, and for which no charge was made.

New Mexico State Penitentiary Report 


Santa Fe, N. M., December 1, 1915. 


Honorable Board of Penitentiary Commissioners: 


I have the honor to submit herewith the Fourth An- 
nual Report of your administration, covering the third 
fiseal year, ending November 30th, 1915. 


The expenditures for this year have again been iv 
within the appropriations and other income, notwith- 
standing the fact that our sales of brick were about 
one-half those of previous years. We have practiced 
strict economy in every department, but have in no way 
skimped in the food or clothing furnished the prisoners, 
and have added considerable to the permanent improve- 
ments of the institution. 


The average daily population for this year has been 
375, the greatest in the history of the institution. The 
actual cost of maintenance per man per day (salaries, 
board fund, food, clothing, discharge money, adminis- 
tration and insurance) for the year was 46.7 cents. The 
sum of $9,554.16 was expended on permanent improve- 
ments, which added to expense of maintenance would 
make the total cost to the State of 53.7 cents per man 
per day. The cost of maintenance has increased only 
1.6 cents over the year previous, notwithstanding the 
fact that nearly every article of food-stuff and cloth- 
ing has shown a considerable advance in price as com- 
pared to the year previous. |

As shown above, we have a balance of $75.39 in ap- 
propriations over net disbursements. We have on hand 
unpaid bills, now due, in the sum of $9,180.29, and to 
take care of these, we have cash on hand, available for 
payment of these bills, the sum of $8,379.63 (which in- 
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cludes amounts due to complete appropriations in Cur- 
rent Expense and General Maintenance Funds for 
Third Fiscal Year); and in addition the sum of $5,- 
397.90 in good accounts, making a total of $13,777.53, 
which leaves a surplus in the sum of $4,597.24, not in- 
eluding inventory of provisions, brick, ete. 

The sum of $9,554.16 was spent in Permanent Im- 
provements, of which $6,827.91 was obtained from spe- 
cial appropriations, and the balance, $2,726.25, was 
taken from Convicts’ Karnings and general appropri- 
ations. 


PERMANENT IMPROVEMENTS. 


Farm.—During the year, 70 acres of farm land were 
purchased. This land adjoins the 30 acres purchased 
two years previously, and is located on the Santa Fe 
River, about two miles northwest from the Penitenti- 
ary. This makes a farm of 100 acres. 

The sewer line built by the State has its exit on a 
high ‘corner of this farm, and with the contemplated 
improvements and leveling of the land, the entire tract 
ean be irrigated from the sewer line. When available, 
water from the Santa Fe River can be used for irri- 
gating the greater portion of this farm, but will not be 
needed when the contemplated improvements are made. 

The total sum of $6,297.00 was spent on this farm 
during the year. The sum of $4,797.00 in the purchase 
of land, and the balance in building a barn, putting roof 
on house, building fences, and in building a main sewer 
ditch, and partially completing a series of sewage filter 
tanks. The filter tanks will be completed during the 
coming spring. 

We now have accommodations for ten prisoners, 
and a guard at this farm, they being housed in a very 
comfortable six-room adobe house. We expect to keep 
at least ten prisoners on this farm the year around; 
and as becomes necessary, send extra gangs of prison- 
ers from the Penitentiary to work there. 
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Steam Plant and Heating System.—We have remod- 
eled the steam plant and heating system during the 
year at a cost for materials of $1,891.72. This covers 
the purchase of a Wainwright Water Heater and nec- 
essary fittings and connections, a vacuum pump and 
necessary traps, fittings and connections for the Web- 
ster System of Steam Heating. We are now able to 
utilize all exhaust steam from the engines and pumps 
in our heating lines. 

The improvements above mentioned will result in a 
great saving in fuel, and will more than save the cost 
of installation the first year. This improvement is val- 
ued at $3,500.00. 


Hollow Tile Machine—We purchased during the 
year, a Hollow Tile Machine, which is to cost $1,225.00, 
and on which we have paid the sum of $725.00, the bal- 
ance being due during the coming fiscal year. We are 
now able to make a very superior building tile, size 
4” x 8” x12”, and another size 4” x 12” x 12”; also drain- 
age tile, sizes, 4”, 6” and 8” in diameter. This machine 
was purchased during the latter part of the year, but 
we have furnished building tile for two buildings in 
Santa Fe, and we expect that our next season’s sales 
will prove very satisfactory. | 


Brick Ditches, Sidewalks, etc——In building brick ir- 
rigation ditches at the Penitentiary, building brick side- 
walks, and other miscellaneous improvements at Peni- 
tentiary, we have used materials costing $304.27. These 
improvements are valued at $1,000.00. 


Wagon Scales, etc——At a cost of $245.82 we have in- 
Stalled at the Penitentiary a five-ton Fairbanks Wagon 
Seales; also new scales for butcher shop, store and 
kitchen. | | 


Inbrary—We spent during the year the sum of 
$90.35 for new books for the library. 
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THE INMATES. 


The prisoners have been employed chiefly in the 
manufacture of brick and tile, building state roads, and 
in the gardens and on the farm. ‘Twenty-five prisoners 
were employed. for about six weeks in laying street 
pavement for the City of Santa Fe. 

The amusements allowed prisoners continue to be 
the same, viz, moving pictures, base ball, lot ball, and 
quoits. 

The discipline has been satisfactory; the reports be- 
ing about the same in number and kind as the previ- 
ous «year. 


BRICK, LIME AND TILE INDUSTRIES. 


An average of 102 men have been employed in the 
manufacture of brick during the year. The sales were 
70,315 Red Brick, 425,915 Vitrified Brick, 14,504 Hol- 
low Building Tile, 248,035 lbs. Lime. The sales in this 
department were about one-half the sales of previous 
years. 


SWINE DEPARTMENT. 


At the close of the last fiscal year, we had on hand 
hogs valued at $1,305.00. We consumed at the Peni- 
tentiary hogs valued at $531.14, and from sales real- ~ 
ized in cash the sum of $258.23. We now have on hand 
hogs and pigs valued at $1,307.50. 


During the year we purchased a Registered Berk- 
shire Boar. Our stock is first-class, and during the 
year we have sold a number of pigs throughout the 
State. We lost a great number of young pigs during 
the spring, which explains the poor showing made by 
this department, as compared with last year, but we 
have discovered the cause, and should have better suc- 
cess from now on. 
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GARDEN AND RANCH. 


On account of a very late spring and two heavy hail 
storms during the summer, our garden crop was al- 
most a failure compared with crops raised last year. 
Some of the vegetables we planted three times. Hard- 
ly any of the vegetables matured, and therefore were 
unfit for winter storage.

We harvested an orchard on shares and earned 2,- 
500 pounds of apples, valued at $50.00. Making a total 
earned on farm and gardens of $2,136.40. 


ROAD WORK. 


During the year, an average of 58 men have been 
emploved in building state roads; work being done in 
Bernalillo and Sierra Counties. The total number of 
men sent to the Road Camps during the year was 103. 

We do not know what the camp maintenance cost is, 
as the camps are supported by the State Highway Com- 
mission, with the exception of clothing. 


NEEDS OF INSTITUTION AND RECOMMENDATIONS. 


I again recommend the establishment of an indus- 
trial department at this institution, for which an ap- 
propriation of at least $2,500.00 would be necessary. 
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Also the building: of a separate women’s quarters. 
And a new modern cell house or dormitory for the men. 
Several times during the fall, we have had to put two 
men in the single cells of Cell House No. 2. 

J recommend that some suitable industry be estab- 
lished, so that all the men that we find necessary to 
keep behind the walls, may be steadily employed. Dur- 
ing the past two years, much idleness has been caused 
by the brick plant not running full capacity, and the 
increase in number of prisoners. 

An industry that would employ steadily from 50 to 
100 men would be a great benefit to the prisoners them- 
selves, and to the institution, for at a Penitentiary, 
‘‘Tdleness is the root of all evil.’’ 


CONCLUSION. 


In concluding this report, I again wish to thank 
your Honorable Board for your most fair supervision 
and hearty cooperation. 

Governor McDonald continues to show a keen in- 
terest in the institution, and especially in the effort 
made to better the condition of the inmates. 

To the officers and employees I desire to express my 
sincere thanks for their lovalty and devotion to the 
best interest of the institution. 

I again desire to thank the Sisters in charge of St. 
Vineent’s Sanitarium for ‘caring for the five prisoners 
on whom were performed surgical operations during 
the past year. There was no charge made to the State 
for this great accommodation.
